Princeton, N. J.—Men in every state in the Union — representing the 


military manpower of the United States — served notice on all concerned 
today that the overwhelming majority of Americans of'military age are 
prepared to volunteer lor the defense of this country if it should ever be 
attacked. 


That fact is revealed today in an important na- 


tionwide survey by the American Institute of Public 
Opinion. 


Men in all walks of life — from the lumber camps 


of the West Coast to the fields and offices of New 
England — and between the ages of 21 and 45 were 
asked: "If the United States is attacked, would you 
personally volunteer to fight?" 


Their replies indicate that, in the essential matter 


of national defense, American sentiment has changed 
little since the days of the '^Minute Men" of Concord 
and Lexington, or since the days of 1812, when Ameri- 
cans took up arms against the last invasion of the 
United States in more than 125 years.

Suspicion is very natural when one 


sees a vaunted line in the hands of a 
powerful army broken like a brittle lath 
by an enemy who throws discretion to the 
winds in its succeeding maneuvers. 


Germany has perfected the dive bomb- 


ers and the giant tank far beyond expec- 
tations. But it has also brought treach- 
ery to the highest point it ever enjoyed 
in war before. 


Such acts may be denounced as per- 


fidious, as though war should take account 
of honor. But it is smart, and it is war. 


What the world seems to forget is that 


every country has numerous people be- 
sides the professional members of the 
Fifth Column who would sell out any 
time and any place for a promise of gold 
or a promise of power. 
In few wars 


have these people been so organized by 
the enemy and so effectively employed as 
in this war by the Reich. 


Ordinarily a spy is a person of one na- 


tionality who conceals his identity in an 
enemy country in order to get information. 
Death is his punishment upon detection. 
And infamy is heaped upon him for his 
duplicity. 


But what then shall be the punishment 


and the remembrance voted to the mem- 
bers of a race who add to the spy's in- 
famy that choice bit of moral turpitude 
and degradation involved in simon-pure 
treason? 


In truth no nation pays enough atten- 


tion to the vile and ignoble conduct of 
those of its own citizens who for paltry 
considerations embrace a venality more 
sordid and odious than anything ever un- 
covered in the relations of people. 


A DOUGHBOY AT DUNKIRK 


When the German troops finally took 


Dunkirk they found an American by the 
name of Maxwell who had stayed there all 
through the two-weeks bombardment. 
Maxwell went over to France with the 
American army in 1917. 
He is one of 


those who never came back. 
With his 


French wife he has been operating a res- 
taurant in Dunkirk and laconically told 
the war correspondent that he wasn't 
going to leave his business for any war. 


There are fellows just as stubborn as 


that, just as opinionated and just as de- 
termined. And perhaps all those Amer- 
icans who slayod in France after World 
War No. 1 may be of the breed that dies 
but never surrenders. 


We should have interviews with them 


upon how New Deal No. 2 should conduct 
our affairs during VTorld War No. 2 in 
view of the success or failure with which 
New Deal No. 1 conducted our affairs 
during World War No. 1. They might be 
able to shed a lot of local light to clear 
the fog out of the minds of so many Amer- 
icans who see no escape from our per- 
petual embroilment in European battles.

Washington—Two of the three vacant "pas- 


sion-for-anonymity" White House 
secretary- 


ships will shortly be filled with a pair of the 
most unusual appointees in 'the history of presi- 
dential staffs. 


They are Danial J. Tobin, Ireland-born head 


of the powerful AFL, Teamsters union, and 
James ForrestaJ, president of the great New 
York investment banking firm of Dillon, Read 
and Co. 


Tobin's job will be to work with Sidney Hill- 


man, president of the CIO Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers and a member of the National 
Defense committee, on labor and training prob- 
.ems arising out of the defense program. 


The two union leaders, who incidentally are 
he chief advocates for labor unity in their 
organizations, will in effect replace Miss Per- 
dns as secretary of labor. She probably will 
continue to hold the title for a while, but Hill- 
man and Tobin will be Roosevelt's real labor 
dministrators. 
Scrappy, plain-talking and able, Tobin has 


been an ardent admirer of the president since 
932. 
The teamster -boss headed the Demo- 


ratic labor campaign committee that year and 
in 1936. His appointment undoubtedly has a 
political angle as an appeasement gesture to 
the AFL. which was miffed by the Hillman ap- 
pointment. Aside from this, Tobin will defi- 
nitely strengthen the President's official fam- 
ily — which can stand a lot of improving. 


Forrestal is one of the most liberally-inclined 


big bankers in Wall Street. He is known as an 
•'anti-Morgan" man and was on close terms with 
Justice Bill Douglas when Douglas headed the 
SEC. 
Like Tobin, Forrestal speaks his mind 


without mincing words and will be a strong 
addition to the inner council. His job will be 
to act as liaison between the administration and 
finance. 


The sinister spectre of nazi-fascist activities in 


South America finaly has clinched the long-de- 
layed plan for a U. S. Brazilian steel plant 
tapping the rich mineral resources of Minas- 
Geraes. 


Jesse Jones' RFC has agreed to lend $10,000,- 


000 to the Brazilian government, perhaps in- 
crease this figure to 817,000,000 if necessary. The 
Brazilian government is to match the U. S. con- 
tribution and hire the United States Steel 
corporation as its agent to construct and oper- 
ate the plant. 


Originally U. S. Steel was to become a'part- 


ner and invest some capital. But it got jittery 
over the international situation and backed 
out. 
After Hitler proposed to Brazil that the 


Skoda munitions plant be transfered there, and 
a nazi victory in Europe began to look so immi- 
nent, the state department persuaded Jesse 
Jones to act. 
BOOVER VS. LANDON 


Behind the scenes a bitter struggle is shaping 


up between Herbert Hoover and Alf Landon at 
the Philadelphia convention. 


The ex-president is bent on writing into the 


platform an "endorsement" on his administra- 
tion along the lines of the one in the Glenn 
Frank program c.ommittee report. 
Landon is 


not flatly opposed to this, although he con- 
siders it unnecessary and likely to prove a cam- 
paign handicap. 


But he is prepared to wave a last-ditch fight 


for a liberal platform. He is determined to re- 
sist to the end Hoover's plans for a platform to 
tit his conservative views. Landon is against 
any blanket denunciation of the New Deal, as 
desired by the ex-president. 


Landon will be in a powerful position to 


wage his battle. In addition to leading a mid- 
western bloc of at least 100 votes, he alsq will 
be the Kansas member on the resolutions com- 
mittee.

found that 400 pounds per acre 
will equal one pound for a plot 
10 x 11 feet while 500 pounds 
per acre is at the rate of one pound 
for .1 plot 9 x 10 feet.

mercial fertilizer can be used with 
less waste if scattered along the 
rows and worked into the soil with 
the hoe, care being taken that it 
does not come into contract with 
the plants themselves.

America will, for a while, become

The wiping out of Denmark, Hol- 
land, and Belgium has temporarily 
given our foreign trade a rough 
time of it. Those countries, for in- 
stance, took over 30 per cent of our 
wheat exports. The loss of our mar- 
kets in the neutral countries should 
soon be made tip, however, by our 
taking over of their trade with 
Scuth America and with England. 
We will supply the allies, for exam- 
ple, with steel which they formerly 
purchased from Belgium or produc- 
ed in northern France, with paper 
which they purchased from Scan- 
dinavia, and with foodstuffs which 
they purchased from Denmark and 
Holland. 


Hence, 
I believe that, 
war or 


peace, our industries will continue 
to hum. A German victory should 
mean a far greater defense program 
than that now contemplated; while 
an allied victory should mean bil- 
lions of dollars for reconstruction. 
To the extent that the vcrld con- 
tinues its expenditures for luxuries, 
style goods, and amusements, these 
armament and reconstruction costs 
will result in an exhaustion of cap- 
ital and world wealth. Then a low- 
er standard of living throughout the 
world will follow unless unneces- 
sary luxury expenditures are cur- 
tailed. 


There is one other possibility. If 


the wage and hour act could be re- 
pealed and if labor unions would be 
reasonable, we might be able to in- 
crease our armament expenditures 
and 
still maintain 
our present 


standard of living As long, how- 
ever, as short-sighted 
politicians 


and selfish labor leaders remain in 
control, 
I see no hope 
for this 


change. The people of the United 
States—I fear—still fail to realize 
that only integrity, hard work, in-
